fed/in hope that onrgentleneſſe,and the good turnes 
and /honour Which” then wee haue done ynra 
him,anddid eucrieday, to the muſliking of our good 
and Loyallſcruantes and SubjeCtcs, which'were ftill 
oftended: with it, might bring him to-the right way 
agayncy:VV ee will onclic/lignifierymo you, rharot

VV hereot wee 
have not thought amiſſe to aduertiſe you by theſe 
preſentes;,' to the endeyon may knowe the truth of 
it, leaſt by falſe reportcs it be colourably altred ynto 
you , geuirigyou: moreouer to,ynderitand , that we 
will by -no meanes leaue our holy entrpriſe ro make 
warrcagainſt the Heritickes, and to roote themour: 
but rathet;' as:ttwas-not grounded eyther yppon the 
laredeccaſed Duke of Guy/e his life or death, nor his 
ambition; -butyppon' the zcale and affetion which 
we baue allwaics borne, and wylalwaycs haue en- 
graucd inthe bottonie'of our hearte, to theglory of- 
GOD, andthe encteaſe of our Catholicke,, Apoſto- 
licke,and Romane Religion; ſo likewiſcit cannot be 
by any occaſions wharſocuer remooued from ys.Qur 
willcherefore is, that our SubteRes of our juri{diti- 
an be enforniedof the auſt cauſes of the puniſhment 
whichthey hauereceiued, and of our goodand holy 
purpoſcs.. And' that likewiſe, you-codeuour your 
ſeluesto keepe cucry one in their obedience, which 
they owe- vnto vs, whereby: they may aſſure them».
